ii CD tbe banks of tbe Neva atid oweb 
Its existence to tbe Empress Catherine 
II, that most extraordiuury woman, ex­ 
traordinary in ability and in vioe. the 
surprise of all her contemporaries and 
the wonder of all who have studied her 
cbaructer. 
Tbe building is four stories 
bigh, of a light brown color and highly 
ornamental in architecture. 
It is a 
wilderness of 
halls, 
stairways and 
apartments. Tbe Nicholas ball and tiie 
St. George’s hall will never be forgot­ 
ten by those who have seen them. 


One of the most interesting rooms is 
that where Nicholas 1 died. It is in the 
upper story of the northeast corner of 
tho building and is approached by tour 
doors and finally by a narrow passage. 
It is a small room, only about 18 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two small 
windows, and is tho place where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not oiliciaily employed. It is the room 
in which he died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a fit of mel* 
aueholy induced by the outcome of tho 
Crimean war 
The room remains just 
as bo left it. Near tho center is a plain 
iron bedstead. 
Some chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, and a 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
slippers complero tho furnishings of the 
attic room in tho palace. 
^

The natives of these .iaman villages 
had never seen a w'hito man beforo, and 
1 noticed at fir.st with somo surprise 
thnt those of our actions Which inter­ 
ested them most were tho simple and 
connnonplaco ones.

A scientist, writin'^ of the black hole 
of Calcutta and its atmo.sphoro, says;

"Wherever 
Mrs. 
Browning 
trod, 
whatever she touched, became endow­ 
ed with the aacredneas of her presence,” 
writes Clifford Howard of Robert and 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning in Ladles’ 
Home Journal. “When Mr. Browning 
returned with her on a visit to Eng­ 
land, after an absence of several years, 
he repaired to the little church in 
which they were married, and there, at 
tho entrance, he reverently kfooled 
and kissed the 
paving-stones 
upon 
which she, the light of bis being, had 
stepped. And in after year.«?, when the 
lifrht had gone from his life, he sought 
this sacred spot on the twelfth of each 
September, and In the dusk of the even­ 
ing shadows passers-by might 
have 
seen a white-haired man kneeling fof 
a moment as If in prayer before the 
doorway of the dark and silent church. 
Yet little would they have thought to 
recognize In this man the poet Brown­ 
ing; he whose mystical writings had 
led the world to regard him as a man 
of austere nature.”

The first emancipation proclamation 
te said to be on the gravestone at Con­ 
cord of .Tohn Jack, a native of Africa, 
who died In 1773, aged 60. 
It begins: 
“God wills us free; man wills us slaves. 
I will as God wills. God’s will be done. 
Though born in a land of slavery, he 
was born free. 
Though he lived in a 
land of liberty, he lived a slave, till 
by his honest though stolen labor he 
acquired the source of slavery which 
gave him his freedom.”

A Land Which Produces Many 
Things We Need. 


THE ISLAND AS A KAYAL BASE. 


O ar Kew PoMnRiilon Also Seem« to Be of 
▼ altto From » StrAtcclo Standpolut—Pos- 
■ Ibllltten of ll«velo|iuietifc tlndor tbe llule 
•ff tho United Stateii. 


I. 


A noteworthy event in our history ns 
A uatiou is tho iihnost fiiiniiltanooiis nc* 
quisitiou or practical control of tho 
tropical iHlands of Cnbn, Porto *Rico 
and Hawaii. It is notablo not only os 
indicating n departure from anccKtral 
Iraditious, but because tliese ishinds 
uattirally produce ju^t those articles 
which wo need but do not produco onr 
•elves. 


Although %ve have a restricted stretch 
of territory capablo of producing sugar, 
yet we cxi>end abroad for it about $100,- 
000,000 nnnnully. We have no soil and 
tilimato capable of producing coil'ee

Porto Bico, an island which becomes 
ours merely at the cost of couqnest, 
eombiues all the odvantages possesped 
oy St. Thomas in a niarhcd degree, for 
it has at least six good harboi's nnrl ti 
vast extent of fertile territory, UHa;iiiln:>t 
the one harbor of St. Thomas and ita 
cluster of barren rocks. Strategically, 
tlifU, as possessing a cnmmanfling situa­ 
tion in these sras, with nunu?rous liar- 
bors for the assembling aud roilttiiig of 
our ileots, with unlimited supplies of 
naval stores, water, fruits nnd V(!geta* 
bk's, Porto Rico is of surpassing im­ 
porta 


A glance at those natural features of 
the ishiiid, which make it not only val­ 
uable property for us as a national c>nti- 
ty, but a potentially lucrative invest­ 
ment individually, is now in order. I» 
tho llrst place, Porto Kico is u dugrots 
Koutli of tho northern tropic, and so is 
capablo of yielding any variety of plant, 
fruit or vegetable that tho most favored 
region of equatorial America ran pro­ 
duce. In tjie second place, its pliysicul 
Tjonliguratiou is such that it is geneially

w ithin tho confines of tlio continental 
Dnited States, and for it wo send out 
to foreign parts another Ç100,000,000. 
W ithout going into detail it nniy bo 
stated that wo expend annually at least 
$350,000,000 for purely tropical prod- 
oots, which wo cannot raise ourselves. 


In a word, from the expansionists’ 
point of view tho acquisition of these 
islauds gives us all we have hitherto 
lacked iu tho %vay of tropl(5al produc­ 
tions and fills a long felt want. And, 
w bat is more, while they produce tho 
things wo lack and need the people of 
those islands manufacture almost noth­ 
ing and will look to us for all their m a­ 
chinery, flour, cotton and woolen goods 
—in fact, for everything necessary to 
civilized communities. 


Of tboso newly acquired tropical pos- 
•essions of ours Porto iiico is tho south­ 
ernmost and also tho easternmost. In 
fact, it lies farther to tho east than any 
portion of Maine even and about in tlie 
latitude of S t John, N. B., and while 
the-Hawaiian group lies between lati­ 
tude 10 and 23 degrees north and Cuba 
just south of tho tropio of cancer, Porto 
Rico lies between 17 and 18 north, and 
its northern coitst lino is 100 miles to 
tho south of Cuba*» soutliern shores. 
W ithin a little more than a thousand 
miles of tho equator, its southern coast 
facing tho Caribbean sea, its northern 
toward tho Atlantic, it forms tho key­ 
stone of that arch of islands, the Antil- 
Ivan archipelago, extending from near 
the mouth of the Orinoco on the north 
coast of South America, nort hward and 
then westward, toward the eastero coast 
of Honduras, inclosing that vast body 
of water known as tho Caribbean sea. 
I t is about 1,000 miles distant from 
Havana and Key West, 1,200 from tho 
isthmus of Panama, 1,400 from Nica­ 
ragua, 1,500 from New York and 8,000 
from Gadia iu Spain. 


Tbe trouble with us, said Senator 
John T. Morgan to tbe writer not long 
ago, is that wo are afraid of being 
great. It seems at last that we have 
overcome our dread of territorial expan­ 
sion aud are no longer afraid of trying 
at* least an experiment along that line. 
It has long been foreseen by our naval 
strategists tbatj if wo ever possessed a 
navy, we must also own or control 
naval bases or coaling stations iu vari­ 
ous parts of tho world. A glance at a 
map of the %vorld reveals the ftu)t that 
Great Britain has girdled the globe 
w ith such stations, for tho supply and 
refreshment of her fleets. It was suill- 
oiently emphasized iu the east when our 
fleet was ordered out of Hongkong; in 
tho west when tiio coal heaps of Bt. 
Thomas and Martinique were declared 
neutral property. 


Fortunately bravo Dewey captured a 
coaling station for himself, and iu the 
West Indies wo were rendered tempo­ 
rarily independent by colliers accom­ 
panying tho ileot, and finally by tho 
taking of tiuantanamo. 
But if Dovvey 
had not taken Manila, and if Cervera’s 
fleet had been as strong as was at flrst 
reported aud wo believed, the coaling 
problem w'ould have been an important 
factor in determining the success or 
failure of our plans. 
It may be a niat- 
ter of surprise to many to learn that 
sueh acquisitions have been urged for 
many years, at least 30 past, iu tho 
hulls of congress. Aw'ay back during 
the administration of President Liucolu 
Secretary Sew'ard had iu mind tho ac- 
quiftitiou of the Danish islands of St. 
Thomas, St. John and Santa Cruis, aud 
later negotiated a treaty by which for 
$7,500.000 we were to acquire them. 
Bat for tbe oneipected opposition of 
certain senators when tbe treaty was 
vp for ratiftoation we should have ao* 
qnired them, and notwilhstattdiug tht 
toorm mii sum we promised to pay— 


exempt froom the diseases aud draw­ 
backs to which most subtropic countries 
are subject 
In other words, it is a 
habitable country for tho Anglo-Saxon, 
which ciUHiot always bo said of regions 
under or near tho equator. This is 
owing to tho fact that tho island is 
hilly and mountainous aud contains 
few swampy sections. 


TliL* central backbone of the island is 
a mountain chain which reaches its 
greatest altitude of 4,500 feet iu tho 
peak of tho Luquillo Sierra, called El 
Yunque. Tho chain rises near tho Ca- 
beza do San .luan, in tho extreme north­ 
eastern point of tho island, and extends 
throughout the interior, which is a 
heaved up mass of mountains, hills, 
spurs and valleys, down from which 
run tho mauy streams of tho island, es­ 
timated at 1,.*]00 iu number. 


Tho length of Porto Hico is variously 
given as from i»5 to 105 mile.s, and its 
breadth from iiO to 40, but probably a 
Kifo estimate would mako it about 100 
miles iu length and 35 iu average 
breadth, with a total area of about 
a, 500 s(iuare milea Though tho greater 
portion is hilly, even mountainous, tho 
oltfvations are gen(*rally of such a char­ 
acter, with gently sloping sides and 
rounded summits, that they are suscepti­ 
ble of cultivation to their very tops. No 
more beautiful picture can be imagined 
than the aspect of this island as it is 
approached from tho sea, with the 
ntnges of hills rolling like billows from 
slioro to nipuntaiu tops, which latter 
nro mostly forest clad, and thus every 
tin t of vegetation is seen, from tho most 
delicate to the deepest shade of green. 


To revert to tho features which make 
tho island valuable as a naval station. 
Although most of tbe streams descend­ 
ing from tbe mountains flow north- 
w’ardly, yet very few have open or nav­ 
igable harbors at their mouths, and 
most of the good ports are on the south­ 
ern shore. The north coast boasts but 
one really important harbor, that of San 
Juan, tho capital and only fortified city 
of the island. 
It is an iulet of the 
northern coast, about one-third tbe dis­ 
tance from Capo San Juan, in tbe east, 
to Capo Pena Aguda, in the west. The 
width of the navigable channel at its 
mouth is about 400 yards, and when 
tho water is smooth vessels drawing five 
fathoms cau cross tho bar iu safety. 


Wheu a stonn is raging or a norther 
blowing, tho harbor mouth, or “ boca,” 
is a sheet of whirling, seething billows, 
through which the most experienced 
pilot cau only navigate with extreme 
risk. 
Inside, though exposed to the 
northers, is a deep and beautiful har­ 
bor, which can doubtless bo improved 
by dredging and tho building of break­ 
waters, which will make it safe even iu 
the hurricane season. 


Arecibo, 35 miles west of San Juan, 
is a place of importance, but has no 
good harbor, only an op^ui roadstead, in 
which vessels lie while their cargoes 
are transferred by lighters to the shore. 


iiountling the nortliwest cape a mag- 
niilcent bay is opened, that of Agua- 
dilla, with water deep enough for a 
battleship, but with no good wharfs. 
The same may bo said of 'Mayaguez, to 
the south, on tho west coast Ou tho 
south coast, going east, tho first fine 
harbor isGuaniea, where General Miles 
lauded his forces, with water enough 
for largo vessels; then the harbor of 
Ponce, with one channtd carrying five 
fathoms: still farther east the ports of 
Salinas and Arroyo, aud on the eastern 
end of the island the pqrts of Humacao, 
Naguabo and Fajardo, small but safe, 
with no great depth of water.
